On mo- 
tion, rules were suspended and the com- 
mittee tin streets and alley? empowered 
to act in the matter. 


W. C. Armstrong aaked the council for 


a druggist's permit to sell liquors, which 
was, on motion, granted until the 10th of 
May next. 


R. Ferguson and others petitioned the 


council to erect a lamp at the northeast 
corner of B. H. Cassell'a first addition, 
and to continue the sidewalk one block 
east from said corner. Referred to com- 
mittees on gas and sidewalks and cross- 
ings. 


A communication was received from 


Mrs. C. E. Athens in relation to the 3d 
ward sewer and referred to the committee 
on public improvements. 


Theo. Nelson, city treasurer, reported 


receipts and expenditures during the 
month of March, 1883. Eeport received 
and placed on file. 


W. H. Shorb, superintendent of streets, 


reported the amount of lumber received, 
expended and on hand, and labor per- 
formed during the month of March. 1883. 
Report received and placed on file. 


J. S. Hewes, city marshal, J. M. Lowry, 


T. B. Albert and B. McGorray, J. P., each 
reported police cases tried during the 
month of March, 1883. Reports received 
and placed on file. 


Eeport of D. C. Corley, J. P., read and 


referred to the finance committee. 


The following report of the committee 


on streets and alleys in relation to grant- 
ing right of way to the Citizens' Street 
Railway company, and a remonstrance 
against granting the right of way over the 
improved streets was read, and the report 
subsequently adopted. 


Report of the committee on streets and 


alleys in reference to the Citizens Street 
Railway company of Decatnr: 


We recommend that a right of way be 


granted by the city ccrancil of Decatur to 
said company along the streets of Decatur 
as follows: Commencing on Front street, 
at a point east of the north line of lot 4, 
block 3 (known as Carroll's block), of 
Henry Pntther's addition to the city of 
Decatur, running thence along Front 
street to East Eldorado street, thence 
west to North Broadway street, thence 
south to East North street, thence west to 
North Water street, thence south to East 
Main street, thence west to the old square, 
thence across the old square to the New 
Deming hotel, thence in a curve to South 
Main street, the exact location of said 
right of way throughout the old square 
to be fixed by the city council; thence 
along South Main street to what is known 
as Cemetery street, thence along said 
Cemetery street to a point sixty feet north 
of the main entrance of Greenwood cem- 
etery; the company to put down on said 
right of way a T rail twenty pounds to 
the linear yard, each rail on the outside 
to be planked with two-inch planks, ten 
inches In width, and on the inside with 
2-inch planks 12 inches in width, said 
planks to be laid lengthwise throughout 
this right of way, the planks outside of 
the rails to be bevelled on the outer edge, 
as shown in model, the trask to be of 
standard gauge, that is 4 feet 8Jr.' inches, 
the cross ties to equal in length the width 
of the outer planks, the entire line to be 
built subject to the supervision of the 
city engineer and city council.

JOHN E. DtrFFDTS FATE, 


The Jurv Gives him 12 Years In the Pen- 
itentiary for Forgery. 


The trial of Hamlet Shakespeare Fel- 


ton, better known in Decatur as John R. 
Dnffin, came to an end at Belleville yes- 
terday, and the jury gave him 12 years 
in the penitentiary on the charge of for- 
gery. The following particulars of the 
closing features of the trial are from the 
Qlobe-Democrat of to-day: 


The trial of H. S. Felton, for forgery, 


was given to the jury at Belleville about 
3 o'clock yesterday afternoon. The inter- 
esting part of the proceedings came when 
the defendant took the witness stand and 
explained how the signatures to the note 
were obtained. He said they were genu- 
ine bnt procured through fraud and mis- 
representation. 
He then proeeededjto 
detail how he did it. In the course of 
business with the gentlemen whose names 
were attached to the note, he frequently 
had to get their signatures to papers. In 
the case of Mr. Winkler, he represented 
that a certain mortgage which he held 
against Mr. Schmidt, and which had been 
paid, had not been released, and it would 
be necessary for him to execute a release 
deed. The witness for this purpose had 
printed at an office in Lebanon release 
deeds of his own, the lower lines of which 
were worded and arranged in language 
similar to that on the bottom part of the 
note in question. He represented to Mr. 
Winkler that the release deeds had to be 
iu duplicate. Mr. Winkler signed one, 
and then signed what he thought was the 
duplicate, but what was in reality the 
note. Said the witness, in conclusion: 
"That was the last business transaction I 
had with Mr. Winkler." 


In the case of Jacob Schmidt, Felton 


secured his signature by representing that 
an attachment bond was necessary in a 
suit that he was conducting for him. In- 
stead of the legal paper being signed, he 
substituted the note and Schmidt affixed 
his signature to it. The note was pasted 
on the bottom part of the bond, which 
had been shortened so as to accommodate 
it, and the line of connection between the 
two papers was skillfully concealed with 
a blotter. 


According to Felton's story Mr. Pad- 


field's signature was easily obtained. A 
receipt had to be signed by him and the 
paper was presented to him, but Mr, Pad- 
field did not happen to have his spectacles 
with him and couldn't examine it 
Fel- 


ton said he read the receipt to him and 
then laid it upon the desk to be signed, 
but while Mr. Padfield was getting ready 
he substituted the note instead, with a 
blotter placed over the under half of it. 
Mr. Padfield still complained about not 
having his spectacles with him. Felton 
continued: "I then loaned him my 
glasses, and with my finger pointed to the 
line for his name. Padfield was a poor 
penman, and would have scratched his 
name all over the note if I had not fairly 
held his hand." 


This closed the evidence, and arguments 


of counsel followed, State's Attorney 
Holder opening in behalf of the prosecu- 
tion. His address consisted of a review of 
the evidence from beginning to end. He 
was follwed by Mr. E. L. Thomas for the 
defense in an able speech. The latter was 
in turn succeeded by Capt. R. A. Halbert, 
also for the defense. The defendant ad- 
dressed the jury in his own behalf, and 
his speech was, as anticipated, clear, bril- 
liant, and at times very eloquent. 


Mr. C. P. Knispel made the closing ar- 


gument on behalf of the people, when the 
case was placed in the hands of the jury, 
who shortly after (i o'clock returned a 
verdict of guilty, fixing the penalty at 
twelve years in the penitentiary.

New Postal Regulations. 


A postal bill passed both houses 


of congress in the closing hours 
modifying the postal money ordei 
system so as to authorize postmasters 
of money order offices under author- 
ity of the postmaster general to issue 
postal notes in denominations of $1 
and tinder. This is an important 
bill, and.will greatly facilitate the 
transmission of small sums through 
the mails. It authorizes the issue oi 
money orders without corresponding 
advices of $5 and less, to be on en 
graved paper, and known as posta 
notes, payable to bearer, such to be 
invalid after three months, but the 
holder can after that time, get tbe 
par value of the note by applying to 
the postoffice department at Wash 
ington. For issuing a postal note a 
fee of three cents shall be charged 
This bill authorizes the issue o: 
money orders in denominations o: 
f 100 or less, but not for more than 
$100 can be issued. The following 
fees are to be charged for money or 
ders: For orders not exceeding $1( 
eight cents; from $10 to $15, K 
cents; $15 to $30, 15 cents; $30 to 
$40, 
20 cents; $40 to $50, 25 cents 


$50 to $60, 30 cents; $00 to $70, 35 
cents; $70 to $80, 40 cents; $80 to 
$100, 45 cents.

A Theory of Files. 


Scientific persons avo always invenif 
" new theories to account for all sorts 


oilhings. For example, there is a Pro- 
essor Smith's theory ot cats, according 
o which a cat's fondness for the back 
ence is due to the fact that nature de- 
signed the animal to sit on the ridge- 
>oles of houses, and that in other cities, 
vhere the roofs are" nearly all flat, the 
back fence offers the beat attainable 
substitute for the ridge-pole. There is 
also Prof. Brown's theory thpt mosqui- 
oes do not exist, and that it is a disease 
of the nerves which makes us imagine 
;hat we see and feel something which 
wa call mosquitoes. The latest and most 
interesting of scientific theories is Prof. 
Simmons's theory of flies. This eminent 
Chicago scientific person believes that 
flies exist at all times of the year in vast 
quantities in the atmosphere at a dis- 
;ance of a mile and seven-eights from 
the surface of the earth, and that they 
are driven to the earth by any concus- 
sion of the air, such as is produced by a 
thunder-storm or by the discharge of 
artillery. 


In support of this theory Professor 


Simmons brings forward several plausi- 
ble illustrations. He reminds us that 
we have had hardly any thunder-storms 
in the Northern State** until since the 
beginning of July, and that until that 
time there were scarcely a fly visible. 
During tho entire months of May and 
June, when, according to precedent, 
our homes should have swarmed with 
Hies, we enjoyed a marked and univer- 
sal exemption from them. 
Kven in 


houses wherothe most a'luring By-paper 
was displayed, not a fly was caught, and 
both the wonderful harmony which pre 
vailed amon? politicians, and the unex 
ampled decrease of business in our di- 
vorce courts, were, in Prof. Simmon's 
opinion, due to the death of tlies. 


The Professor calls attention to the 


fact that the ilies suddenly arrived in 
innumerable quantities the day after the 
bombardment of Alexandria. Ai is well 
known, the heaviest guns of the British 
navy were tired for several consecutive 
hours during this bombardment, and 
were answered by the less heavy bul 
still enormous guns of the Egyptian 
forts. 
Tho din was tremendous, and 


had a heavy shower fallen immediately 
after tho Gombavdment coaled, those 
persons who believe that a heavy artil- 
lery fire always produces rain would have 
exclaimed thatihcir theory was justified. 
Professor Simuviis s>eenn to have an 
equal right to cite the uombardment as 
an illustration of hii owti ]>nrticultu 
theory. Flies certainly did apitear for 
the first tune Uiis summer ttte d;iy after 
the bombardment, and ttie Professor is 
perfectly certain that they were brought 
down from tho upper regions of the at- 
mosphere by concussion. 


So long as tliis theory remains noth- 


ing but a theory it CJ.ii do au burin, but 
its learned inventor ought to be made to 
understand that, there are <vnm things 
•vhich an intelligent 
public will not 


'.oierate. He is now etig;a<reJ in an ef- 
fort to induce Congress to lend him a 
oattery of h«avy guns, ;uid to make an 
ippropriation to defray tlie expense ot 
bombarding the heavens, in order to 
produce a shower of flies. 
Xo man, 


however learned he may be, and hotv- 
over estimable' may be his generul char- 
acter, can enzajje in I he wurk of pro- 
ducing (lies and live. 
We have all the 


(lies that arc needed—all in lact that we 
can possibly endure—and the man who 
attempts to add to their number by fir- 
ing cannon will bo jtwtlv blown from 
the mouth of one nt his own gnn.s by an 
infuriated and alarmed people. 


Without venturing to pronounce upon 


the truth or falsity of Prof. Siinmons's 
theory of Hies, it may be su^ested that 
the existence of bakl-lmaded men may 
account for Dios in a perfectly satisfac- 
tory way. 
Look Jisr a moment at the 


facts, 
if a biild-heiultttt man is exposed 


for one hour in a room with live persons 
possessing :i decent amount of hair, and 
in a region where flies abound, more 
flies will cluster on his head than on the 
entire surfaces of the live other persons. 
Furthermore, if t. bald-headed man be 
placed in a room where no flies are 
known to exist, an average number of 
eleven thousand Him put' hour will enter 
that room and lisrht on his hoail. These 
experiments anil others of the same 
nature have been repeatedly miule by 
Prof. Jones, of St. Louis, and always 
with substantially tho sumo result. 


Moreover, it is a well-ascertained fact 


that in countries where bal(ln«ss i.s un- 
known, flies do not exi.-t. In (he Arctic 
Circle, where such an object as a bald- 
liHiuli'il Esquimau has never once been 
met, Hie-* arc absolutely unknown, wliile 
in bo:irding-hon=es in tho temperate 
zone, frequented by bald-headed board- 
ers from tho city, flies ;ive so numerous 
,as 10 defy computation. 
Upon those 


/arts we may base tin; theory that flies 
nrr. 1 ho reamtof baldness, and the theory 
Kill boat Icasi a-t plausible and well 
•"iisliiinud by fact* a^ is the theory of 
I'r.'t. Simmons.— Hiiri>cr\t Ba-.tir.
